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SENTENCED THREE. 


Herron, Murderer; Roberts, Felon; and 
<A Gardner Sent Up Yesterday. 


JUSTICE MANNING SUMMONED TO COURT 


Mr. Sam Anderson Files a Petition Alleg- 
ing ‘That the Herald Mortgages Are 
Void—Other Court House News. 


Charley Herron, George Roberts and Dr. 
G. W. Gardner were all three sentenced 
yesterday morning by Judge Richard Clark. 
Herron was convicted of the murder of his 
wife and recommended to @ life imprison- 
ment by the jury, and it was in the dis- 
cretion of the judg@ only to give him a 
life-time sentence. For performing a crim- 
inal operation; Dr. Gardner was sentenced 
to a term of three years in the peniten- 
tiary. George Roberts was convicted of 
larceny from the person and Judge Clark 
gave him the extreme penalty—five years 
imprisonment. 

It was shortly after 10 o’clock when the 
three men were brought before Judge Clark, 
who said that his duty was very disagree- 
able but one that had no alternative. The 
first man he sentenced was George Roberts. 
He said that Roberts had been convicted 
of larceny from the person, and that he 
had given his comrade—who was Buck 
O’Shields—this term and would repeat the 
dose in the instance of Roberts. The judge 
Said that he did not believe that five years 
was an extreme enough penalty in such 
cases but that as it was under the law, 
he would impose it upon Roberts. Roberts 
was tried and a mistrial was the result, 
but upon a second trial he was convicted. 

Judge Clark then sentenced Dr. Gardner, 
and in so doing related some incidents that 
he happened to remember, upon the spur of 
the moment, connected with Gardner. 
The doctor made a plea in his own behalf 
and said that he was nearly sixty years old 
and that for the sake of his wife and chel- 

ren he hoped that the judge would make 
is sentence as licht as possible. Judge 
Clark expressed surprise at this informa- 
tion, and Dr. Gardner told him that they 
were his step-children, but that he WMwved 
them very dearly. He also reiterated his 
innocence. Judge Clark then sentenced him 
to three years in the penitentiary. 

Charles Herron, the wife murderer, was 
the next and last prisoner to be sentenced. 
He took it as a matter of fact and was lesg 
agitated than either berts or Gardner. 
Before sentencing |! ron> Judge Clark 
made mention of the youthfulness of both 
Herron and his wife. Me said that when 
the marriage occurred Herron was only 
Seventeen and his wife twelve; that he 
had seen Mrs. Herron’s mother, 
and had thought it was an elder sister, but 
that she had told him that she was only 
twelve years and eight months older than 
her daughter. Judge Clark regretted this 
state of affairs. He then sentenced Herron 
to a life time term in the penitentiary. 

All three men have applied fof a new 
trial before the supreme court. 

Judge Manning Must Answer. 

Judge Lumpkin ordered Justice of the 
Peace Manning to appear before him on 
the 6th of January to show cause in the 
instance of a petition filed by J. J. & J. E. 
Maddox. The petition shows that «on the 
Sth day of iast June,the petitioners presen eg 
to Judge Marshall J. Clarke a petition for 
a writ of certiorari in the case of Milner. 
Wilder & Hogan against Joe Camp, de- 
fendant, and J. J. & J. E. Maddox, gar- 


. nishees. 


Petitioners sets forth that on the same day 
the petition for the writ of certiorari re- 
ceived the sanction of the judge, and that 
on June 29th the writ was filed with the 
clerk of the superior court, together with 
the certificate of Justice Manning that the 
Cost of the case had been paid and that 
bond had been given as required by law. 
The petition further recites that the clerk 
of the superior court attached the state's 
writ of certiorari to the said petition, 
directed to Justice Manning. That the writ 
was made returnable to the fall term of the 
superior court and was delivered to«Justice 
Manning. But that he failed and refuses 
to answer the said writ of certiorari as 
required by law, and therefore a writ of 
man@amus requiring Justice Manning to 
answer the said writ of certiorari be is- 
sued. 

An order to this effect was signed by 
Judge Lumpkin, and on the 6th of January 
Justice Manning will explain away the 
misunderstanding that now exists between 
himself and J. J. & J. E. Maddox. 

Claims That the Mortgeauges Don't Go. 

A petition was filed yesterday by Mr. 
Saze Anderson in which he alleges that 
The Atlanta Herald Newspapers Company 
is indebted to him in the amount of $327.74, 
with interest, and that he is very desirous 
of securing this sum. He alleges in his pe- 
tition that O. S. Barnett, who is a party 
defendant to his petition, holds mortgages 
to the amount of about $10,0% on The Her- 
ald plant and stock, by virtuc of which the 
said defendant claims a prior lien upon the 
assets of The Atlanta Herald Newspaper 
Company. 

The petitioner sets forth that under the 
company’s rules no lien, mortgage or sale 
of property could be executed without the 
consent of the majority of the stockholders. 
Mr. Anderson alleges that the minute book 
of the company, now in the hands of a re- 
gs ceiver, does not show such consent--shows 
no authority given by the stockholders for 
any such action. That, therefore, the mort- 
gages are void. 

Judge Lumpkin signed an order making 
Mr.. Anderson a party in the suit of the 
American Press Association against The 
Atlanta Herald. 

An Interesting Point Under Debate. 

Another move was made yesterday in the 
case of Rice & Saxe—this time for the 
dismissal of the receiver. 

The attorneys for Rice & Saxe claim that 
before the petition for a receiver was grant- 
ed the parties applying for the receiver had 
become secured creditors, inasmuch as they 
had secured a mortgage from the firm dur- 
ing the time that the application was in the 
hands of court, and that while they appear- 
ed on the bill as unsecured creditors they 
really were at the same time secured by the 
mortgage. 

Judge Lumpkin heard argument on both 
sides yesterday afternoon and this morning 
will give his decision. 

Minor Courthouse News. 

The jury in the case of Cotting against Cul- 
pepper rendered a verdict in favor of the 
plaintiff. The verdict enjoins permanently 
Mr. Culpepper from closing Poplar street. 
It, was in the superior court and has occu- 
pied the attention of Judge Lumpkin for 
some time. 

A suit for $5,000 was filed vesterday by 
Joe E. Brown against Stegall for an al- 
leged false arrest.

GASTON ON TRIAL. ADAY’S POLICE NEWS} A CRUEL SURPRISE. 


When He Was Taken Ont of Jail Ne- 
groes Surrounded Him.

JUDGE CLARK’S COURTROOM WAS USED 


Only Two Witnesses Were Examined 
Yesterday Afternoon—The Case Will 
Be Taken Up This Morning. 


Benjamin Gaston, uygder arrest charged 
with cheating and swindling, was brought 
from Fulton county jail yesterday after- 


{noon and arraigned before Justice Orr on 


seventeen warrants sworn out against him 


| by members of his once peaceful and trust- 


ing flock; but if appearances go for any- 
thing, the seventeen people swearing out 
the warrants have fallen into high disfa- 
vor with the rest of Gaston’s gang and are 
decidedly in the majority. 

Bailiff Boyles was sent to the jail for Gas- 
ton and the scene that followed was a most 
remarkable one. No sooner had the bailiff 
left the entrance of the jail with Gaston, 
than the negroes who had flocked on the 
outside and waited for his appearance for 
more than an hour, flocked about them and 
proceeded to smother the two up with high 
favor ° that was heaped on Benjamin 
Gaston. Blind confidence was dispiayed 
upon the countenance of every one of them, 
and the old negro, Gaston, took the praises 
heaped on him as if they were his own 
just dues. 

When the courtroom of Justice Orr was 
reached it was quickly discovered that there 
was not room for the many who desired 
to become a part of the audience. The jus- 
tice of the peace seeing this adjourned to 
the courtroom of Judge Richard Clark, in 
the basement of the courthouse. It was then 
late in the afternoon and the lights were 
lit. The entire courtroom was filled with 
negroes—nothing but a vast, scrouging 
mass of black faces, pushing to catch sight 
of Gaston. The only white persons in the 
room were the judge, the bailiffs, the at- 
torneys and a newspaper man. 

The first witness jntroduced for the state 
was Luke Hammock and he was apparent- 
ly disliked by the audience. He testified 
that he had 60 cents in the company and 
that up to a certain time he was one of 
the representers. 

The second witness was Joseph E. Smith. 
He deciared that the negroes he had to 
déal with were ‘“‘tricky.’’ He said that he 
was treasurer of the company and that 
“Mr. Gaston” had lived with 


“You want de whole truth,’’ "asked the~ 


witness, ‘‘an’ I want io tell it. They want- 
ed a report and Mr. Gaston asked me how 
much I had and I said that I hadn't bal- 
anced my books, but that I thought there 
was about $6,000. I posted the books and 
told Mr. Gastan I was way behind.”’ 

The witness was asked if Gaston had 
threatened to prosecute him. He was about 
to reply when his attorney arose and told 
him that he needn’t answer any questions 
that would criminate himself. 

Smith then said that his attorney, Colonel 
Thomas, had said that Gaston had not 
acted as d—d a rascal as he could. He ex- 
plained that Colonel Thomas had gone to 
Washington to examine into Gaston’s bank 
account. 

The witness said that he had been ‘dealt 
with by the board but once, but he wouldn’t 
swear it.’’ That people began to suspicion. 
He said that he was a representer, and that 
all but one of them had been thrown out 
because they were against Gaston. . 

Smith concluded his testimony and Jus- 
tice Orr continued the case until this mc vn- 
ing at 10 o’clock. When the court had ad- 
journed the negroes began to gather about 
Gaston and the men gave him money, while 
the women insisted on kissing him. 

“Crowd around him close,’’ said one, as 
Gaston hobbled out of the courthouge in 
company with the bailiff. 

‘*T’ve got in $5,’ exclaimed a woman, “and 
if I had $25 more I'd put it in.”’

DOW BELIEVE I? 


Atlanta Cotton Men Diseredit Brad- 
Street's Estimate of the Crop. 


IT WILL BE VERY MUCH LARGER 


Nearly All Agree in Placing the Figures at 
7,000,000 Bales or More—Interest- 
ing Interviews on the Subject. 


The Bradstreet estimate of the cotton 
crop published in yesterday morning’s Con- 
stitution was almost the sole topic of con- 
versation during the day in circles directly 
and indirectly interested. While business 
men have learned not to take this sort of 
thing too seriously, the name of Bradstreet 
is sufficient to gain attention. if not respect, 
for any official utterance of the house. 

On this occasion, however, the estimaté is 
totally at variance with the bulk of intelli- 
gent opinion in this section. Briefly stated, 
Bradstreet some time ago sent out circuMr 
letters to all the cotton growing counties. 
These circujars were addressed to buyers, 
factors and planters generally and re- 
quested an opinion as to the probable size 
of the crop. This is the usual method of 
obtaining such information and is pursued 
by most houses that have been accustomed 
to makikg estimates of a like character. 

From 1,922 replies received from 668 coun- 
ties an average of 6,600,000 bales was struck. 
As @ matter of course the reliability of the 
informants and the prevalent conditions are 
Supposed to have been considered in arriy- 
ing« at this result. 

Also under yesterday’s date Atwood Vio 
lett & Co., of New York, advert to the 
Bradstreet’s estimate as confirming that of 
Latham, Alexander & Co., and practically 
confirming their advices from New Orleans 
fixing the probable crop at 6,800,000 bales. 

The daily circular of Hubbard, Price & 
Co., of New York, referred to the Brad- 
streets figures as ‘‘very extreme” and ad 
vanced the opinion that the crop in sight 
made it highly improbable that the total 
would prove as small as estimated. Riordan 
& Co. did not express any positive opinion, 
but the general tenor of their report was 
skeptical of so exceedingly short a crop. 

These were the views of the leading 
American authorities, but the most interest- 
ing phase of opinion and the subject was 
probably the wide divergence between the 
figures given out by Bradstreet’s and the 
recent estimate of Neill, of New Orleans, 
which fixed the minimum crop at 7,700,000 
bales. Neill’s predictions are held in high 
respect at Liverpool, and his estimate of 
the crop has unquestionably had its weight 
there. 

Here ‘in Atlanta the Bradstreet’s calcula- 
tion was received with something very 
much like derision. 

“It is absurd, preposterous,” said Colonel 
R. F.. Maddox when approached on the sub- 
ject by a Constitution reporter: ‘“‘We have 
estimated the crop in our house at 7,500,000 
bales and I see no reason whatever to 
change those figures. There are 
5,000,000 bales in sight and 
we. Wa get at the least 
2,000,000 more. In brief, the present state of 
things furnish no ground for any such a 
shortage. 

“Cotton is cheap now,” continued Colonel 
Maddox, “and if later estimates fix the 
crop at, say, between 7,000,000 and 7,200,000, 
it will probably rise one-half a cent, possi- 
bly a cent.’’ 

“Do you regard Bradstreet’s method of 
collecting data as reliable?” was asked. 

“Oh, I guess it is as reliable as any. It 
consists of asking the opinions of as many 
men as possible. Sometimes, however, a 
planter is prejudiced or illy supplied with 
information himself, and the inaccuracy of 
_,hig report colors all the others in arriving 
at a general average. But it is worthy of 
notice that other authorities do not agree 
with them, but fix the crop at a much 
higher figure. Take the government esti- 
mate, for instance. I don’t say that even 
this is reliable, but it certainly ought to 
be the nearest to it. The whole thing 
shows how opinions may differ. But I 
base my judgment on the solid, undeniable 
fact of the crop in sight and what we can, 
in.all reason and common sense, expect from 
the balance of it—taking that of other 
years as a criterion.’’ 

Colonel Maddox talked very interestingly 
of the outlook in general. 

“Our farmers,” he gaid, “are in a better 
condition now than at any time since the 
war. By that, I mean that they are making 
a good living, owe nobody, and are thriving 
in aw unpretentious way. ‘The decrease ol 
the cotton crop has been a blessing in dis- 
guise. They plant less cotton, make a 
large general crop, and are thus self-sus- 
taining and independent. Heretofore they 
planted cotton almost entirely, and, as a 
consequence, were the slaves of the mer- 
chants. Now they raise what they need 
themselves. 

“I remember in times past when great 
droves of horses and mules were 
constantly passing by, ariven in 
to be sold. We see none 
of that now. I am firmly of the opinion 
that if the price of cotton can be ‘kept 
down to 8 cents the farmers of this country 
will be, in ten years’ time, the most pros- 
perous people on earth.” 

*‘Why should the price be kept down?” 

“There will not be so much cotton raised, 
I said, when there was a great hue and 
cry over the decline in price and it was 
claimed that it would ruin all the farmers 
that it would be, on the contrary, their sal- 
vation, and time has borne me out. By the 
way, it is worth noting that cotton has been 
only twice in forty years as low as now. 
Once in 1848 and once two years ago.” 

It may be said without exaggeration that 
there is no one either in Atlanta or else- 
where whose opinion upon this subject car- 
ries more weight or'‘is received with more 
respect than that of Mr. S. M. Inman. His 
remarkable crop prediction made early in 
the season two years ago and fulfilled to 
the letter in the face of general incredulity 
is one of the best rememberd traditions of 
the trade, and he has been besieged by the 
great houses both here and abroad to fur- 
nish them with an estimate this year. 
These invitations he has steadily declined 
for the reason that he has spent a portion 
of the year abroad and has not advised 
himself as fully upon the situation as he 
would desire before hazarding a prediction. 

Mr. Inman was seen yesterday afternoon 
and while he was adverse to expressing a 
positive opinion as to the probable size of 
the crop, he had no hesitation in saying that 
he thought the Bradstreet’s figures gonsider- 
able below the mark. 

“Taking the crop as it now stands,” he 
said, “and adding to it the subsequent 
movement that it had last year, which we 
have every reason for assuming will take 
place, and the result is a total of about 
7,200,000 bales. This seems reasonable. I 
do not desire being quoted as making an 
estimate of my own but it is a matter of 
arithmetic that “anybody can figure out. 
I am free to say, however, that I regret 
— Bradstreet’s estimate as altogether too 
ow.’ 

‘What do you think of the value of these 
estimates?’ he was asked. 

‘'“T do not think that any of them are to 
be regarded as oracles,’’ he replied with a 
rather grim smile. 

Calling to one of his assistants Mr. In- 
man exhibited a sample circular letter con- 
containing an _é inquiry as to an 
opinion of the crop. 

“This is the way it is done,”’ he continued. 
“It is, after all, only a cunsensus of*guess- 
es. Take this estimate of 6,600,000 bales. 
“% is certainly fair to allow 10 per cent tor 
variation which brings the total up to about 
7,200,000. I can’t see any reason for believing: 
“hat it will be as low as the Bradstreet 
people opine. However," he added, ‘‘they hit 
it off pretty accurately last year. Sometimes 
they hit it and sometimes they miss it. 
That’s about the way it goes.”’ 

The forezoing opinions express with more 
or less accuracy those of the cotton men of 
Atlanta. In some quarters the figures were 
simply laughed at and in others their good 
faith was seriously questioned. 

“The estimate is so far in variance with 
all our advices,’ said one gentleman, “and 
in such direct contradiction to the opinion 
of everybody here who has looked into the 


there was not some ulterior purpose in 
putting out such a report.” 

There has been this year about $5,000,000 
put out in cotton in this city and immediate- 
ly adjaceat section and a conservative 
estimate is that nearly $2,000,000 more will 
be paid. So vast a sum of money placed in 
cirevlation is sure to make itself felt ‘in 
relieving the pressure of hard times and 
those who are best advised in the premises 
take a very cheerful view of the outiook 
for the balance of the winter and spring.

ONE FIGHT GOING ON. 


{f Mitchell and Corbett Do Not Meet 


There Is Cne Contest. 
ATHLETIC CLUB STOCK ADVANCED 


Members of the Driving Park Association 
May Back the Governor Upin Try- 
ing to Suppress the Contest,

Jacksonville, Fla., December 22.—(Special.) 


For three days past there has been the | 


liveliest kind of a time here among the 
stockholders of the Sub-Tropical kLixposition 
Company in consequence of the offer of 
Harry Maynard,-the lessee of the Sub- 
tropical site and the owner of the buildings, 
to sublet the whole thing to the Duval Ath- 
letic Club for the coming mill between Cor- 
bett and Mitchell. Everybody in Jackson- 
Aville right now is “‘out for the dust’’—staid 
church members not excepted. The story 
of this new deal illustrated the greed and 
selfishness of mankind to a remarkable de- 
gree, and a short history of the events 
leading up to the present conditions may 
not be wholly without - interest to the 
readers of The Constitution. 

In the early summer of 1887 the Florida 
Sub-Tropical exposition was organized, with 
good men behind it and all the money that 
it then needed. It whs a state institution, 
designed for showing up the resources and 
yp the attractions of all Florida; it was by 
common consent to be erected in Jackson- 
ville, and there was lively bidding for the 
privilege of erecting it. The Springfield 
company was the highest bidder and it 
donated a fine tract of land in Springfield— 
then just north of the city limits and ad- 
joining the waterworks—for the Sub- Tropi- 
cal buildings. The only condition was that 
the land should be used for exposition pur- 
poses, and at the end of twenty years the 
title in the land should be vested in the 
city of Jacksonville. 

The exposition company put up a fine 
building and beautified the grounds, and 
when the exposition was opened on January 
12, 1888, the future appeared to be a bright 
one. The visit of President and Mrs. Cleve- 
land, with a large par ty of congressmen and 
their Wives, on February 22d. gave the en- 
terprise a big booin: and when it cl sed down 
in April of that year eve rybody tooked for 
it to open with a. better display in the 
following winter. 

The epidemic of 1888 in Jacksonville—from 
August 8th to December 1l5th—practically 
paralyzed every enterprise in the city, and 
in the winters of 1889, 1890 and i891, the 
company had a hard struggle to keep the 
thing alive at all, and the debts were con- 
siderably increased. Some creditors secured 
judgments ‘in the courts, and in 1892 the 
whole property—all its buildings, furnish- 
ings, rights, franchises, etc., including a 
fourteen years’ unexpired lease of the land— 
was sold at auction for only $1,300 to a 
local syndicate, in which the most promi- 
ment men were: A. B. Campbell, president 
of the board of trade; J. R. Campbell, pro- 
prietor of the St. James hotel; Dr. John C. 
L.. Eagle, and the two Archibalds (R. B. 
and J. W.). An attempt was made to run 
the thing as a sort of concert and amuse- 
ment hall in the winters of 1k92 and 1893. 
But the scheme was not popular—practically 
@ dead failure. 

Mr. Plant Withdraws His Offer. 

Last summer (1893) the syndicate—which 
had twenty-one stockholders—had an offer 
from Harry Maynard, a-ticket broker who 
has made a small fortune in Jacksonville, 
to buy the property, and a sale was finally 
affected on the following terms: 

The syndicate deeded all the buildings and 
@ppurtenances to Maynard, and assigned to 
him its unexpired lease (fourteen years to 
run) of the land, in which for the sum 
of $5,000; Maynard to pay $1,000 down anda 
give the syndicate a mortgage for $4,000 
‘on the property ‘to secure four notes of 
$1,000 each following due one each in 184, 
3895 and 189%; Maynard agreeing not to use 


as the buildings or roads for any immoral or 


illegal purposes. Maynard paid his $1,000 
down and took possession. He changed the 
mame from the Sub-Tropical to the ‘‘Zoo’’ 
and through the summer and fall has been 
running. the place as a sort of popular 
amusement hall and menagerie. 

Yesterday the Duval Athletic Club was 
to have closed a trade with the State Driv- 
ing Park Association for its leased property 
in east ‘Jacksonville—the old state fair 
grounds—for the fight. But. Mr. H. L. Plant, 
of New York, president of the Southern Ex- 
press Company and of the Plant Investment 
Company, as well as the largest sharehold- 
er in the Jacksonville Street Railway Com- 
pany, had suddenly withdrawn his offer of 
$1,000 bonus for locating the fight on his 
grounds (the old state fair property) and 
announced in published interviews that the 
electric car line to the fair grounds would 
not be in operation for nearly a year yet. 

This temporarily knocks the clib out—but 
it gave Maynard his chance. He made the 
club a good offer for the use of his ‘*Zoo’’— 
a big cash bonus being a part of the con- 
sideration and a liberal ‘‘rake-off’’ on the 
fight receipts. The club was inclined to ac- 
cept, but the old syndicate suddenly bobbed 
up to the front and notified Maynard that 
such an arrangement would be in violation 
of his contract with it—the terms of the 
sale and lease. They insist that the Sub-'lrop- 
ical property shall not be used for anything 
but “exposition purposes” and that nothing 
‘illegal’ should be carried @n there. ‘‘Prize 
fighting,’’ say some of the syndicate, “‘is 
Niegal, and if you (Maynard) go into this 
thing with the club we will sue you in 
the courts for breach of contract and get 
the property’ away from you and back into 
our own possession.’’ 

Ruying Up Stock. 

In the meantime some of the Duval Club 
were quietly buying up the Sub-Tropical 
stock from shareholders as had not caught 
on to what was being done between May- 
mard and the club. When this came to light 
the syndicate suddenly smcthered its virtu- 
ous indignation at the idea of letting the 
‘old “‘sub’’ for prize fighting, and its princi- 
pal shareholder went to Maynard and said: 

‘Look here, Maynard, you are going to 
make a good thing out of this deal if it 
goes ahead. But we are not in it. Now 
where do we come in? By all that’s holy, 
we'll take this thing into the courts unless 
you come to terms. Now, if you will pay 
up the $4,000 mortgage now—instead of in 
four years as agreed—we will let your 
deal with the club go on—otherwise we 
will put it to sleep.” 

Maynard went to the club officials and 
they agreed, after some dickering, to take 
up the mortgage of $4,000 for Maynard the 
day after the fight. 

‘“‘No,’’ said the kicking syndicaters, ‘“‘we 
must have our money now, cash down, or 
the thing <doesn’t ‘go’ at all.”’ 

The stock of the syndicate meanwhile 
took a jump. Four days ago it practica\iy 
had no market value, now it is held utove 
par by many of the owners. But the Duval 
Club men were shrewd enough to eect holl 
of enough of it so that the actual payment 
on account of the mortgage will be only 
$1,400 instead of $4,900. 

In this, as in everything else here, there 
are some politics and a wheel within a 
wheel. If the fight’ goes ‘to the “Zoo” 
building, the Savannah, Floriia and West- 
ern ruxilway people and the F"orida Central 
and Peninsular people, as -vell, will be 
offended, for both could hase thousands 
of passengers to the fair grceunds in easf 
Jacksonville and make a miit cf money; 
.and both corporations have up to this time 
been very friendly with the club and active 
in promoting its plans. And some members 
of the State Driving Park Association—if 
they lose the trade with the club—may take 
it into their heads to “‘sick on” the govern- 
or in his promised interference with the 
fight at the ‘‘zoo.”’

4 WOMAN TIGER-KILLER. 


Unusual Hunting Experiences of an 
Official’s Wife in India 

Mrs. A. W. Salmon, wife of an officer in 
the East Indian police, thus told a San 
Francisco Examiner reporter how she shot 
a ten-foot tiger in the Nilgherry Hills, of 
the Madras district: 

‘Several hunting parties went out, but 
in spite of the most thorough search, not a 
single tiger could be found, and then the 
excitement began to die down. The birth- 
day of one of the gentlemen was celebrated 
by a picnic to a spot on the banks of the 


Pycarra river, about twelve miles from the 


sanitarium, where we intended staying a 
week. 

“The camp, which consisted of seven 
tents, was set up in the wildest spot imag- 
inable, and we had a very pleasant time 
until the fourth day, when Captain Rays, 
who went, out gunning with another gentle- 
man, had the misfortune to fall into a hul- 
lah and injure himself so badly that he 
could not get out. 

‘“‘His companion hurried back to camp for 
assistance and, as the scene of the accident 
was not more than a half mile from the 
camp, all the gentlemen went along, leav- 
ing the ladies in care of a couple of men 
servants. 

“Thinking that hot water might be re- 
quired when Captain Ray was brought to 
camp, one of the ladies sent Anthony, one 
of the servants, to the river not more than 
100 yards away, to fill a water jar. A few 
moments after the servant had started, we 
were startled by a wild cry for help and 
tnen all was quiet again. 

“Thinking the man had been attacked by 
a jackal, I seized my heaviest gun and ran 
down the path toward the river. The low 
brush hid everything from my sight until 
I had reached a point about twenty yards 
from the river, and there I saw something 
that made me tremble with fear.

This means a great deal for Atlanta. It 
will give a fast thrdugh service of sleepers 
that has not been enjoyed before. 

The connections to the east are from 
New York and Baitimore and Washington. 

The arrangements for such connections on 
the part of the Atlantic Coast Line have 
been stayed for several weeks on account 
of the refusal at Augusta of the Richmond 
and Danville to take the sleepers from the 
Coast Line and give them connection 
through that city to the Georgia railroad: 

The Charleston and Angusta line wil 
hereafter take the slcepers from the Coast 
Line and will turn them over to the Georgia 
at Augusta to be brought through to At 
lanta and at this point the Atlanta and 
West Point will take them to Montgomery. 
At Montgomery the: Louisville and Nash- 
ville will take them up and carry them 
through to New Orleans. This gives a clean 
sweep of the south Atlantic and gulf states 
to the Atlantic Coast Line system. 

It is a commendable stroke of enterprise 
on the part of this well-regulated systom, 
and that it will be fully appreciated by the 
people of the cities along the route goes 
without saying.

Mr. Smart says the foreclosure proceeding 
will be continued, and, unless the case is 
taken to the supreme gma,” Macon 
Construction Company, the sale Will take 
place the first Tuesday in Marth, as desig- 
nated by the court. Mr. Smart was not 
present at the last meeting of the commit- 
tee, but has a certified copy of the minutes, 
and no mention of any such transfer was 
made. It was decided to apply to the court 
for a co-receiver, however, and Skipwith 
Wilmer will be named as the candidate of 
the bondholders when this application is 
made. 

The committee represents a great @Geal 
more than a majority of the bonds, and Mr. 
Smart says, if there was any such move- 
ment on foot, he would certainly now 
something about it. Hoke Smith is attorney 
for the trustee under the mortgage, and 
not for the bondholders, and the trustee is 
under agreement to conform to the desires 
of the committee. Mr. Smart thinks the 
interest of the road lies with the west, and 
not with the Seaboard and Roanoke, or 
@uy other _ eastern connection. 


LEFT AT JESUP. 


The S., F. and W. Does Not Wait for 
the East Tennes<ece, 
Waycross, Ga., December 22.—(Special.)— 
It seems that the Savannah, Florida and 
Western fast mail, which is due here at 
11:20 o‘clock a, m., did not wait yesterday 
for the East Tennessee fast train at Jesup. 
‘Consequently, the mail from Atlanta and 
the East Tennessee through ‘sleepers were 
left waiting at Jesup, and will not arrive 
here before tomorrow morning. This is the 
sixth time this has occurred sinee the new 
schedule on the Hast Tennessee was put 
into effect. °There is much complaint made 
here and elsewhere by the rea.uers of The 
Constitution and the business men general- 
ly on account of the edailure of the East 
Tennessee to maae connection with the 
Savannah, Florida and Western train at 

Jesup.

MURDERER JENNINGS CAUGHT, 


The Man Who Shot Mary Campbell 
Arrested in Anderson, 8S. C. 

A telegram was received by Chief Con- 
nolly from Chief of Police E. G. Rose, of 
Anderson, 8S. C., announcing the arrest at 
Anderson of Will Jennings, wanted in At- 
lanta for murder, late last night. 

Jennings killed his sister-in-law, Mary 
Campbell, about two months ago for no 
reason that has ever yet been discovered. 
The tragedy was one of the strangest that 
Atlantas criminal annals have ever known. 

The killing occurred in an alley off Grant 
street, about 7 o’colck in the morning, and 
was witnessed by only one person, a young 
negro woman who lived next déor, and lal 
dropped into the Campbell cottage for a be- 
fore-breakfast chat with the woman who 
was killed. 

The husband of the Campbell woman 
was employed on the Richmond and Dan- 
ville railroad, and Jennings, his half 
brother, whé"was also a railroader but was 
suffering at the time from a broken leg, 
was boarding with him. He spent the night 
before the killing at the Campbell house. 
The next morning, while at breakfast, he 
killed Mary Campbell. He fled before any 
one was attracted to the scene. 

Several days ago Chief Connolly received 
a communication from Anderson asking 
about Jennings. He replied, giving all the 
facts about the killing, and asking that 
Jennings be. arrested. Arrangements for 
bringing Jennings back to Atlanta will be 
at once begun.
